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FPEMALE EDUCATION.

Interesting Proccedings in ithe Britiah
Associntion for the Advyancement of
Selence—~Minn Lydin Mecker on Y'The
Twe Nexesn of Man"-The Degree of
ispinster of Arts'’

The members of the British Association were
entertalned on the 25th uli, by a paper read by
AMigs Lydie Becker, the well-kntown sdvocate o}
women's rights, *On the supposed diifercnoes
in the minds of the two sexes ot Man.” Miss
Becker, ne muny be imagned, 1s of opialon that
there are no such alfievences, nad She coms
plained strongly,though with much good humor,
of the way 1n which women are trested, owlng
to the false views on the subject which are held
by men, Tt was geperally admitted, she sald,
that girla us well as boys should be tuught to
read sud write, Yetthe notion of inferionity in
feminine requirements vnderlays ull educn-
tlonal legislation. For Instance, 1 the bill to

rovide for the education of the poorer elnsses,

ntroduced into the House of Commons last sos-
sion by Mr. Bruce, while infants under six yenrs
ot age were placed on a level ns regarded the pro-
vislon mude for thelr lotellectual needs, boys
above that age were to recelve 6d. worth
of iosiruction weekly, while o6d. worlth was
deemed sntliclent for the girls, The existing
arrnugements of society were founded on a
privciple at present almost universally aceepted
without ioquicy or examination, snd which was
the bagis o1 pohtieal, socin), and edacational
legielation, This principle bhad been recently
defined by a wrlter in the Pad Mall Gazetie as
the radical inequality of the sexes, the radical
iuferiority, physical, moral, and intellectual, of
woman, ‘This radical In'ertority Miss Becker
get horeelf to disprove. The propositions which
ehe desived Lo submit wete three in number:—

1. That the attribute of sex did not extend to

mind: that there was no distinclion bhetweon

the mtellects of men and women correspouding
to and dependent on the gpecial organization of

their bodies; 2. That suy broad marks ol
distinction  which muy st the  present
time Lie obserred o exist betwern
the miinds ol | men

fuirly truceable to the influences of the differont
eircamstances pnder which they pasged their
Tives, aud could not be proved to inhere in each
clas=s in virtue ot sex; 3§, that in spite of the ex-
ternal elrenmstances which tended (o cause
divergencain the tone of mind, habits ol thought
aud opinlons of men and wonien, it was o matter
of fact that these did not differ more amoug
personus of opposite sexes than they did among
pursens of the snme sex,  In iliustration, she
would observe that umong plnats there was no
superiority ol uny kind connected with sex, and
thit among auima's, whichever sex happened
to be superlor in physical sirength, dominated
over the other, This superiority was not always
on the slde ol the male, a5 10 ruptorial birds and
gome species of insvelg, such as ants and bees,

Bome extracts were hurriedly read from a

aper by Mr. Jozeph Payne on the “Relation

etween Learning and Teaching,” but the inte-
rest excited by Mies Becker’s paper was so great
that it waa found Impossible for the author to
gecure the attention of the section,

A discussion then ensued on the edneation
question generally, and also on Miss Becker's
paper in particalar, Upon the question of en-
dowmenls (treated of iju Mr. Fueh's paper on
the preceding day) a geueral opinion was ex-
pressed that they must be made more m ac
cordance with the requirements of the times,
the main [nnn'..-: urged being thut the endowe
ments produced most Inodequate results; at
Croydon, for insignee, a grammar-school
master received £300 per annnm without haviug
a siogle pupll lor years together, while tne
sehoolroom was used by an euterprising bailder
for etoring timber, (Luaughter.) With regard
to Miss Becker's paperi—

Mr, J. G. Fiteh observed that the smaller sum
})rupose\l to be allowed per Lead lor the teach-
ng of girls arose simply from the fact that
irls' schools could be conducled more cheaply
han boye® schools,

The Rev. I, Meyrick, who has hiad consider-
able experience as an inspector of sc¢hools, sald
he considered that in examioations relating to
Holy Scripture, zirls were equal to boys; in the
matter of rending he cousidered that the girls
excelled the boys; in the matter of writing,
girls and boys were about equal; and in the
matter of arithmetic, the boys were superior to
the pirls, whose time was a good deal oceapied
in instruction in sewing, Each sex had its
gpecial oxcellencics, and education must be
adapted todis future work in life, (Hesr, hear,)

The Hev. A, Jessop diud not =ee the force of
the llTustration drawn from bee land (laughter);
we were not bees, but men and womeu (langh-
ter); and, we could not ignore the actual physi-
cul distinetion which existed between the sexes,
{Laughter,)

Mr, Heywood stated that the University of
Loudon propesed next yvenr 1o conler degress
upon ladies in the eventof their passing a
rather sbifl examnation. (Lanughter,) He did
not exactly know yet what they wonld be
termed—whether *‘Spiusters of Arts,” or what
not, (Laoghter.)

‘Mrs, Fellowes sald the whole gystem of femnle
education among the wpper classes must be en-
tirely remodeiled. At preseut a girl who had
finished her “eduention,” as 1t was termed, was
geperally about as empty-headed a creature ns
could be found on the imce of the earth,
(Launghter.)

Other gentlemen and one lady (Miss Robinson)
having spoken,

Dr. Farr moved, “That the Council of the
Associution be requested to appoint a committee
to counsider how the scientiic education of
women can be promoted,”

The President expressed his opinion that up
to o certnin age there need be no differeace in
the education of the sexes, but that the mission
of women in life was ditferent to that of men,
the former having reserved for them a higher
mission, in which the delicacy, refinement, and
grace which formed the charin of the female
mind were more important than the pursuits of
selence, viz,:—the training of afamily, which
was, after 9], the most inportant edusation that
¢ould be impurled to mankind, (Applause,)

Miss Beeker, in reply, saild she could mot an-
derstand why an inferior teacher should be in-
trusted with the traiving of girls; and, in
answer 1o a remark by one of the audience,
“Not inferior, but cheaper,” she observed that
eficiency was gencrally considered to be mea-
sured by the amount of sulary pald, The system
of Laving scparate teachers for the girls and
boys of a lamily she condemued as wasteful, and
contended thut the same teacher should under-
take the education of both, believing it would
be found that they mutually encoursge each
other and do each other good. Bome gentlemeon
had said that he hoped sewing would uot be
abandoned ns a part of female eduention. Upon
that point she would observe thatin former
days epluning was the great employment
of English women, and at that time the
process was laborious and not very prof-
table, As soon as it became profitable, by
the introduction of saperior machinery,
14 pasged vut of the bands of women, She hoped
o slillur revolution would arise with regard to
sewing, apd she Jooked forward to the time
when a veedle would be as much a siranger in
ihe hand of & woman s the spinmng machive
was o the prescnt day. She argued that the
leolution of the sexes was prejudicial to both,
aud particularly complamned of the evil effoct
upon temuales resulting from thelr being shut
out from the grest streum of humanity around
them, With regord to the Cambridge examing-
tiops, ghe expressed her gratitude to that Uni-
virsity for having taken the lead in recognlzing
the existience of women, which the sister Uni-

A CHINESE UNIVERSITY.
— . —
A Corlous Chapter of Celestind ilistory,

The influence of European jnteriourse upon
Chion Js slowly but surely extendine, wnd will
doubtless end lu greatly modifyime the cnstoms
and fusthintions of that very earious people.

One of the latest resulls of this luflucoce 1= the
cetablishment of & Unlversity after the maspner
of such Instituttops in Eorope, nnd under the
direct sanction and protection ot the Imperial
Government, The history of this project 18 well
told In f recent number of the 'all Ma | Gazerle,
from which the followiog lunteresting particalurs
with reterenco to the enterprise ure condensed:

“The matter sooms to have been fottiated by
Prince Kung, who, together with the other
member of the Chinee Forelen Ministry, ad-
dressed a petition to the Emperor, embodying o
serics of proposals relatiog ohwfly wo the fodan-
dation of mathemationl nud astronomical col
frges, This was recelved wery favornbly, and
within a compuaratively brief period the praper
deeroes for the cstablishmoeot ot theen aod other
eolleger were promulgated,. o consequence ol
these deorees the erection of =aitnbie bulldings,
incinding wn astropomical o ervayory on a large
geple and on an entitely Earopesn model, s
already begun. Nor I this all, A vumber of
Europedn profeséors, of more or less eminenes,
have recetvel invitauons to assume sotme 0 the
new chairs, aud gevers]l membofs of the learned
pro‘essions have already arcived at thoeir new
place of destination, Two years will be atlowud
them for learuing Chinese,

“The first of the oflicial documents is dated
February 26, 1867, and coutams Prince Kuaong's
meworinls and proposals; therein raelercuce 14
made to a general petition ol two mouihs before,
which o the meantime bad been approved fo 18
otthnes by the Kmperor, One o the puinis
upon which the memorlwlists partealarly fnsist
ig the employment of forelgners us teachers in
the new echools, not, they say, ‘that we admire
the clevernces of forvigners tn mechaniceal sel-
ences, from o tendency to the miraculous and
supernutural, but because we kuow that tne
waye ln which the inhabium’sor the West manu-
fuctore their machines dod insttaments are
thoge merely of muthemntionl computations.’

noted down,

3, Every month the

may be conferred. These exqunnations shnll
tuke place in the presence of the Prince him-

‘4, Every three years there shall bea great
general examiostion, Tee successtul candidates
ghall be recommwended 1o the Throue, and shall
nt once be suitably employed in the lower
grades of the State sorvice.

*g. I'be progress mada by the students is to
be properly and liverally scknowledeed and re-
warded, not merely in token of satisfaction with
their labors, but also s an encourngement for
those within and without who might not other-
wise use all their energles for the purposes of
study, since it is In the interest of the State and
the common weal 1o fire the ambition of study
in every possible wry,

YA further oflicinl document, published in the
Pekin Gazete op the 24t of April, 18067, con-

A Hindoo wedding, or st least that porlion of
it which takes pluee In the street, 1s worth see-
ing, Last even'ng [ heard the syunding of
frompets aud bewiing ol drums, md dtepping
npon the verandah, bad o fGne opporlunity o
seeing n weddime processlon. It was hleh glass
—the marringe of one who has any amonut of
rupeers to spend. The processlon toroed the
pireet cornet and came past the honse—scores
of men and boys with torehes, then the muasle,
ten or twelve drams and tsmbourines, (wo
